ous to bid two hearts with such 
a shaky suit, for, if the next 
player 
doubled, the outcome 


might well be disastrous. 


Overcalls are primarily based 


on how many tricks you can 
take, not on how many points 
you have. The safety Of the 
overcall is practically always 
the first consideration. True, 
this hand would rank as an 
opening bid as dealer, before 
the strength of the other three 
hands is known, but once your 
right-hand opponent announces 
the values for an opening bid, 
you must pull in your horns and 
tread cautiously. The bidding 
may develop so that you can

safely, but until then you must 
remain quiet simply as a matter 
of self preservation. 


2. One notrump. This is easily 


the best way of identifying the 
type of hand you hold.

too good for' a simple overcill 
of two hearts. While it is true 
that overcalls In the two level 
represent good handsystill there 
Is a limit'to how strong they 
can he. This hand exceeds that 
limit. A double is potentially a 
much stronger bid than an 
overcall. 


Change th6 ace of clubs to the 


deuce and you would Ilave a 
typical two heart bid. To show 
you h»ve about an ace more 
than a normal two heart bid, 
you double first and then bid 
hearts. This mikes It possible 
for your partner to distinguish 
between a bid aimed at a. part 
score and a bid that aims for 
game. 


4. Two diamonds. Here also 


you have the high-card values 
for a double, tut it'is tacticlaly 
better to overcall instead of 
doubling. There is too much 
danger, If you were to double, 
that you would be unable to 
show both minor suit at • lafe 
level. Your partner would be 
likely to respond in hearts — 
and you lack support for that 
suit. 


It is belter to run the slight 


risk of being dropped ort'a hand 
where there might be a mlBor- 
sult game than to run the risk 
of missing the right contract by 
losing bidding spice with a 
takeout double.

Dr. George E. Picketl, City- 


County Public Health Director, 
said the three plants present 
"substantial and dangerous lev- 
els of air pollution." 


The law, which was passed 


early this year and went into 
effect Thursday, for the first 
time allows suits by prosecutors 
or citi/ens against alleged pol- 
luters without the complainant 
necessarily having to prove he 
was directly harmed by the al- 
leged pollution.
